his arrival. The same enthusiastic joy that has 
marked his progress through our country, was wit- 
nessed on this occasion.

style. After dinner he pursued his journey for 
Murfreesborough, attended by a deputation of gen- 
tlemen who had been appointed to meet him at So- 
merton and welcome him in behalf of the citizens.

By the packet ship Manhattan, arrived at New- 
York, London and Liverpool papers to the 8th Ja- 
nuary have been received. 

President's Message.—The message of the Pre- 
sident of the U. States was received in London on 
the 7th January, by the ship Camillus —The editor 
of the London Times makes the following remarks 
on this natonal document :—“ It is not merely as 
the last message which Mr. Monroe will ever com- 
municate in his character of President, that we con- 
sider this an interesting production. To a lover of 
humanity and of pudlic liberty, it possesses the va- 
luable qualification or describing an amount of na- 
tional prosperity, enjoyed by a people who speak 
our language, and are cemented to Englishmen by 
a common blood and lineage, superior to all that 
has been fecorded of any community on earth. To- 
wards foreign states, the President indulges a spirit 
of uniform and impartial’good will. Aloof from the 


anxieties and heart-burnings of the Old Worid, he 
disclaims all share in those systems of policy which 
| engage, combine, or distract the European powers. 








lhe balance of power in Europe is declared to be 
a thing indifferent to America. The growth of the 
new Republic, near neighbors to the United States, 
the sympathy between their respective institutions, 
are dwelt upon with natural exultation by Mr. Mon- 
roe; and we are happy to see, he reiterates the 
maxim, that no enemy from Europe ought to be 
permitted by the United States to molest or cisturb 
the Independence of South America with impunity, 

We observe with satisfaction, the cordial and af. 
fectionate manner in which Mr. Monroe recom- 
mends to the legislative body, a consideration of 
the merits of M. de Lafayette, and, of his services 
to American freedom. The spirit in which this re- 
courmer.dation is likely to be acted on, may be judg- 
ed from the reception given to the brave and virtu- 
ous object of it, by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, on the 9th December; each of these bo- 
dies appointing committees, to introduce him to 
their respective Chambers, and, rising when he en- 
tered, addressing him collectively through the Spea- 
ker, and paying him afterwards their :ndividual re- 
specis. Who does not envy Lafayette’s feelings; 
and stil more, the feelings of those who did him 
this homage? Upon the whole, the speech of the 
American President, would repay the most studied 
and profound attention; and, as we have already 
hinted, might be taken as a useful model for great 
personages in other parts of the world, when they 
profess to enlighten their subjects by a Royal view 
of the national interests and concern.” 

Jan. 2.—We understand that the remainder of 
the Brazilian Loan has been taken by Mr. Roths- 
child. ‘The original sum proposed to be raised by 
that Ggvernment in this country was £3,000,000 
sterling, of which 1,000,000 only had been contract- 
ed for. His remarkable success in raising the cre- 
dit of some of the European Governments by his 
contracts for loans in England, is the best gurantee 
to a similar result on the other side of the Atlan- 
tic ; and there seems little cause to doubt that the 
Government securities ef Brazil will, under his 
auspices, bear as high quotations in the money 
market as those of any of the continental States. 


Miscellaneous Intelligence. 


Exhibition of Manufactures, Washington, Feb. 
23.——-The rotunda of the capitol yesterday present- 
ed a very interesting subject of examination and re- 
flection to the members of congress, and all other 
persons at the seat of government, in thé samples 
of the manufactures of the United States, which 
were presented there for exhibition. It is sufficient 
for the present to say, that the manufactured arti- 
cles exhibit a state of perfection, far beyond the ge- 
neral knowledge or belief, and worthy of all praise. 
The articles were all so excellent, that it would be 
difficult to say which were most admired ; the wool- 
len cloths, flannels, blankets, and iron work, such 
as coal grates, seemed to attract the most general 
attention. There were also exhibited, fenders, 
spades, shovels, hoes, bird-cages, bellows, brush- 
es, in considerable variety. 

Ohio Canai._-The Canal bill has passed both 
houses of the Ohio Legislature, by immense majo- 
rities. The revenue bill has passed both houses, 
and a bill for the encouragement of Schools, is be- 
fore the houses, with every prospect of being enact- 
ed. When the news of the passage of the Canal 
Bill reached Chillicothe, the Supporter says, “ it 
excited the liveliest sensations of joy The town was 
brilliantly iiluminated—~a number of salutes were 
fired by the Chillicothe Blues, who turned out on 
that occasion—and our fellow citizens, with but few 
exceptions, vied with each other in manifesting their 
gratification at an event so auspiciaus to the future 
prosperity of the State.”
